To Give Each Man a Sum 
of Money 


OTTAWA, June 23,—That loans ag- 
regating upwards of $14,000,000 
Fave been made to returned soldiers, 
who propose to take up farming, was 
un interesting statement made in the 
tommons today when the soldiers’ land 
settlement bill was under review in 
tommittee. 

Hon, Arthur Meigheu dealt at length 
with the operations of the land settle- 
ment board up to the middle of the 
present month, showing that nearly 
$9,000,000 has so far been spent on 
land, and nearly $5,000,000 on the 
purchase of stock and equipment. The 
total number of loans granted has been 
4,262, and the average amount has 
been $3,893. Applications for certifi- 
cates qualifying men to go on the land 
have exceeded 17,000, while over 12,- 
000 have been granted. Ex-soldiers 
have chosen all the provinces for 
farming operations, Alberta heading 
the list with slightly over 4,000, and 
Prince Edward Island being at the 
bottom with 241. 

Must All Farm? 

A. E. Fripp, Ottawa, during the 
course of the discussion, asked what 
the government proposed to do to en- 
able returned men who do not intend 
to farm to rehabilitate themselves. 
Would they be given an opportunity 
to start shops or set themselves up in 
some other way? he asked. 

Mr. Meighen answered the question 
by explaining the aid to the soldiers 
other than that given to those who will 
go upon the land ts one which would 
have to be settled by the government 


as a whole, and not by the minister of | 


the interior. 

D. D, McKenzie, leader of the op- 
position, was not inclined to be enthus- 
iastic about the government's plan. 
He expressed the fear that men who 
do not profit by the scheme might be 
dissatisfied. He suggested thut it 
might have been better to give each 
soldier a sum of money and let them 
subsequently depend upon themselves. 

The minister explained that the or- 
der-in-council passed in February, giv- 
ing the board the right to acquire pri- 
vate lands for soldiers’ settlement did 
not give the right to expropriate land. 
That power was being sought in the 
bill before the house. After a long de- 
bate, the committee reported progress,

NEW YORK, June 23.—Although 
the Germans had pleaded for the 
striking out from the treaty conditions 
of the clauses concerning Germany's 
responsibility and the clause providing 
for the trial of the former emperor, 
“for a supreme crime against morality 
and the sanctity of treaties,’ the will 
of the allies that these clauses remain 
in the document is to prevail. 

Likewise the request for an exten- 
sion of time allowed for acknowledge- 
ment by the Gernians of their wiiling- 
ness to meet the allies’ terms— 
though only 48 hours were asked for, 
and the exigencies arising from the 
formation of a new governmental re- 
gime were offered as a basis—was 
peremptorily refused. 

In their pleas for lessening the de- 
mands of the allies, the Germans con- 
tinued to the last to declare that the 
conditions imposed were impossible of 
fulfillment and to make reservations 
declining responsibility should Ger- 
many be unable to meet the require- 
ments of the allies. 

It is asserted in Paris that notwith- 
standing the fact that the italian cabl- 
net headed by Premier Orlando has 
fallen and another one headed by Sig- 
nor Nitti has been formed to super- 
cede it ,the Italian peace delegates now

A German Statement. 

PARIS, June 23.—In declaring its 
intention to accept and sign the peace 
treaty, the government of the German 
republic has sent the following note to 
M. Clemenceau, president of the peace 
conference, through Dr. Haniel Von 
Haimhausen: “The minister of foreign 
affairs has instructed me to communi- 
cate to your excellency the following: 
It appears to the government of the 
German republic, in consternation at 
the last communication of the allied 
and associated governments, that these 
governments have decided to wrest 
from Germany by force acceptance of 
the peace conditions, even those which, 
without presenting any material sig- 
nificance, aim at divesting the Ger- 
man people of their honor. 

“No act of violence can touch the 
honor of the German people. The Ger- 
man people, after frightful suffering 
in these last years, have no means of

CONTROL 

An individual's progress in control- 
ling his shots is pretty definitely 
measured by the amount of practice 
he engages in, If a player is going 
to reach a high average of achieve- 
ment in golf he must make up his 
mind, at the beginning, that he must 
acquire control, It is of incalculably 
greater value that 
the ability to drive 
a ball a great dis- 
tance or recover ff 
from a bad lie and § 
probably of more 
importance than 
any of the quali-§ 
ties which go toff 
make up a good} 
golfer, “ 

It is a curious 
fact that no one 
golfer has attained § 
superiority of con- 
trol with all of his 
clubs, As we look 
over the records 
of master golfers 
we see Travis 
with his putter, 
Ouimet with his 
midiron, Travers with his run-up fron 
bue we see no individual player with 
superiority in all three. And so while 
no individual can expect to excel in 
control of all clubs, nexer-the-less he 
can attain a very high degree of pro- 
ficiency, and as he develops control 
he will lower his scores. 

My ability to control my shots has 
come to me through the hard route 
of constant practice, but after all it 
isn't a difficult trail to follow for when 
you get into it you will find an un- 
mistakable thrill and pleasure’ in 
practicing alone. 

With so many factors entering into 
control I frequently marvel that such 
great skill in this department of golf 
\s shown by so many players. As an 
own experience 
of circum- 
stances, I recently played in a match 
where on three holes measuring from 


My op- 


performance with apparent wonder- 
ment remarked: “It seems marvelou 


to me that with so many things to 
figure on such as the jie of the ball, 
wind resistance, the club, swing, etc., 
you are able to make such plays.” 


As a matter of fact, the three shots 
which impressed him were better 
than my average play, but whatever 
akill I have attained in control of the 
bali I attribute to the hours I have 
spent in solitary practice and to re- 
fusing to grow discouraged when 
things didn’t go right, . 


Control comes to the player who 
works out the othge details of his 
game—the stance, “grip, swing, ete, 
and practices them all painstakingly 
and with confidence. To the player 
who. does ‘this. religiously control! 
comes without effort, and in fact he 
will hardly be aware that there is 
such a quality as control. Incident- 
ally, it is the unconscious, so to speak, 
possession of such qualities that is 
the most valuable. In my own play- 
ing the work has become so automatic 
that I never think of control, stance, 
swing, grip, etc. If a player had to 
stop always to think of these details, 
important as they are, golf would be 
robbed of much of its pleasure,

AND DISABLED 
CAN. SOLDIERS 


F. McKelvie Bell, Director of 
Medical Services, Tanders 
Resignation 


From time to time the treatment ac 
corded by Canada to her disabled 


soldiers has bse1 the subject of ad-| 


verse criticism. The most recent is 
the letter of resignition of the di- 
rector of Medical services, F. Mc- 
Kelvey Bell, which is dated June 
6th, and appears in a recent issue 
of the Ottawa Journal (Unionist) as 
follows:— 


Sir,—I have the honor to direct 
your kind aitention to the following: 

For some time past, as you are al- 
ready aware, my ideas of medical or- 
ganization have pveen at variance with 
the system instituted by the late Mili- 
tary Hospitals commission, and much 
of which unfortunately has been con- 
tinued In the Department 2 Soldiers’ 
Civil Re-Establishment. The details 
have been discussed between us too 
often to need further amplification 
here. The recent decision of the de- 
partment to form a dual medical ser- 
vice, the one for vocational medical 
examinations, and the ether for gen- 
eral medical examinations and treat- 
ments with all the additional person- 
nel and expense !nvyolved, crystallized 
a decision which for some months past 
has been taking form. 

The delay in forwarding my resig- 
nation has not seen due to any doubt 
as to the defects in the present or- 
ganization, but to my belief that ulti- 
mately you would come to see the 
tationale of the suggestions made, and 
agree to the necessury changes. 

Unfortunately I am compelled +o 
fay thet while the Department of 
Soldiers’ Civil Re-Esetablishment fs 
concerned only with sick and dis- 
abled ex-1oldiers, the medical branch, 


consideration, has been made second- 
ary in importance to almost every 
other branch fn the organization, and 
has become merely one cog in an un- 
wieldly machine. 

Important recommendations, such 
as the plactng of al! physicians of the 
department under one medical head, 
the control of medical documentation 
and records (in order to avoid un- 
necessary delay) by the director of 
medical services, and the furnishing 
of motor transport to physicians in 
need of same for emergent sick calls, 
have been given only cursory consid- 
eration and. in the first two instances, 
have not been acceded to. In the 
case of motor transport, it was only 
after the most vigorous and prolonged 
protest that a partial concession was 
made and motor transport supplied 
the medical branch of certain units. 

There are other considerations, all 
of a more or less serious nature, 
which make for lack of efficiency in 
medical administration, and to which 


all my objections he been in vain.} 
There has been a sympathy 
and understanding of medical re- 


quirements, and even undoubted evid- 
ence of antagonism to the profession 
generally which have astounded me. 


It is perhaps not Irrelevant to point} 


out what you no doubt have person-| 
ally observed, that soldiers who have! 
actually endured the trials and hard- 


| ships of the fighting line have a more 


sympathetic attitude towards those} 
who are grappling with the problems 
of rehabilitation. For this reason 
alone it would appear that all those 
high in authority in the department! 
should have seen active service, It 
is not unreasonable to suppose that 


which should naturul!y have the first| “OW OF torpid liver, 


among the three or four hundred} 
thousand returned men some one who 
is capable could be secured for this 
important work. 

Under the circumstances, the reten-| 
tion of my present position as director) 
of medical services would be a tacit 
admission of concurrence {n principles 
against which T have made the strong-| 
est possible protest. I have always 
felt that unless the organization of 
the department were placed upon a} 
sound and economic business basis, it 
could not continue to operate indefi- 
nitely or successfully. 

The importance of the department 
is rapidly growing; its activities are 
wide, and ‘ts powers for good tre- 
mendodus; but radical changes are ne- 
to make it an efficient and| 
semi-permanent organization. <A, par- 


tial investigation of the work of the| 


department by competent business 
men and physicians, would undoubt- 


edly prove the soundness of the criti- 
cisms which I have made. 


I think you will agree with me that! 
when one is powerless to remedy what} 
he considers as obvious defects in a! 
branch for which he Ss responsible, he! 
should not appear to quietly acquiese| 


and thus endorse principles which he 
believes to be wrong. For thie reason 
I must ask you to please accept my 


resignation as director of medical ser. | 


vices of the department, 
T am taking this step—relinquish- 


| ing the great work to which my whole 


heart has been devoted, and on which 
(I regret to say, without one word of 
encouragement from you, sir), I have 
used all my energies for the past four. 
teen months—in the hope that the 


way may be made easier for my suc- 
cessor, and that the returned soldiers, 
whose Interests I have at heart,
